From the Vatican Pope Pius 
XII, in a message directed to 
all parish priests in Italy, urged 
them to be more active with the 
laymen, recruiting them to fight 
against enemies of the faith. He 
pointed out many persons have 
been baptized and made their 
first communion but thereafter 
“‘stay away.’’ The problem is 
to bring back the ‘‘well-dis- 
posed, the indifferent.” 


Protestant 


From Columbus, Ohio, where 
national Methodist leaders wound 
up a three-day session, came 
words almost identical with 
those from Frartce and the Vati- 
can. 


Among conclusions, reached by 
these Protestant leaders*were: 


‘‘The church in America’s big 
cities is falling down in its pro- 
gram for labor ,. .. the danger 
is that religion takes on, the 
aspect of belonging to the priv- 
ileged classes .. . neither Prot- 
estantism generally, nor Meth- 
odism in particular, has devel- 
oped an effective relationship 
with labor . . . the disintegra- 
tion, loneliness, mobility and an 
increased number of stimuli of 
modern urban civilization offer 
dangerous resistance to the work 
of the church. .. .” 


From London came a similar 
opinion. Billy Graham, evan- 
gelist in the pattern of the late 
Billy Sunday, has taken his ap- 
peal to Britain. Great crowds 
met him. (John Wesley’s tra- 
dition is yet remembered in 
Britain.) Noting the throngs at- 
tending, an Anglican rector of 
prominence said, “It will be in- 
teresting to watch the result. 
There is no doubt but that the 
church today is out of touch with 
the masses of people... .” 


Here, Too 


In America itself, with its great 
tradition of religion and freedom 
of choice, leaders of all sects of 
the Christian faith mourn the fact 
that “about 50 per cent of the 
people are. without church affili- 
ation.” 

Another fact must be faced. 

_In areas where Christianity 
has been longest established, 
Italy, France, Greece, commu- 
nism’s appeal has found the most 
receptive minds. Greece, pros- 
trate at war’s end, was saved 
from Communist-led armies only 
by British and American arms 
and aid. Italy and France were 
rescued from a coalition Com- 
munist government and eventual 
control by the Communist Party, 
by Marshall Plan aid and by the 
Roman Catholic Church which 
rendered valuable support in ral- 
lying voters against the Kremlin- 
controlled party. Yet the strong- 
est Communist Party outside the 
Soviet domain is in Italy and the 
next most formidable is in 
France. Both nations are in grave 
danger of losing their freedom. 

Why, since Marxism negates 
Christianity, does communism 
have such support in countries 
where the Christian faith is so 
old? Why do leaders in Britain 
and the United States also say, 
with furrowed brows, that the 
church has not met the peeitom 
of reaching workers? 

It is true, of course, that i 
gome areas—including the rural 
—religion seems to belong to 
the privileged. Too many coun- 
try churches depend on one or 
two wealthy families. It is also 
true that in some cities pastors 
have. lost out for being “‘liberal’’ 
or for displeasing the chief con- 
tributors. But these are excep- 
tions. 

What is significant is that

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A Free Puerto Rico 
Would Be Helpless 


The tragic shooting incident on the 
floor of the House of Representatives Mon- 
day afternoon will have worldwide reper- 
cussions, none of which will benefit either 
the United States or the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico. 


The immediate effect, of course, will 
be to embarrass the United States at the 
Pan-American conference at Caracas, 
Venezeula. Anti-United States elements, 
including the Communists, have had their 
hands strengthened considerably. 


Although there is no direct evidence 
that the Puerto Rican independence 
movement has any specific connection 
with the Communists, the latter can be 
expected to utilize it to the fullest extent. 
Any opportunity to promote discord and 
dissension is their meat. 


They will use the incident to further 
discredit the United States in the eyes of 
the millions of people now emerging from 
colonialism, even though this country has 
granted independence to the Philippines 
and has helped India, Indonesia and other 
Asian countries to win theirs. The Reds 
will take full advantage of the situation 
for propaganda purposes, even though the 
United States has no desire to prevent the 
island’s becoming free. 

As for the effect on Puerto Rico herself, 
her chances for statehood have been les- 
sened. A member of the House already has 
proposed a measure to grant the island 
full independence. This, of course, would 
hurt Puerto Rico much worse than it 
would this country. Her 2,500,000 people 
would be exposed to economic chaos, 
communism and worse. Only a small mi- 
nority want independence, even were 
they ready for it. : 


Many factors, especially the wishes of 
the Puerto Ricans themselves, should en- 
ter into any move to grant independence 
to the island. It could bring on worse 
troubles. Let’s not act hastily... 

But, in the meantime, more definite 
tteps should be taken to protect United 
States officials from the violence of these 
fanatics. Certainly the attempt on the life 
of the President of the United States and 
now this shooting of members of Congress 
warrant every precaution being taken. 


_ Some method must be found to prevent 


other fanatics from entering this country 
and of keeping those known to be here 
from further violence. 


Rep. Parker Has Set 
‘Commendable Example

The Lenten Season Has 
A Deep Significance 


For the Christian world, today, Ash 
Wednesday, ushers in the Lenten period. 
The word comes from the old English 
“Lencten,” meaning spring. 

Easter is now 40 days away and for 
that period the Christian is asked to make 
some personal sacrifice, to forego lux- 
urious foods, and to devote the mind to 
penance and to the approaching anni- 
versary of the resurrection of Him who 
came’ to redeem mankind.

Let’s Enforce the Rules 
Against Raw Garbage 


In th® 19th century, so the story goes, 
a German health official was fighting for 
laws to control the disease trichinosis, 
caused by eating meat, particularly pork, 
infected with trichinae, a slender parasistic 
worm. In the course of his battle, the 


- doctor ran afoul of a politician who chal- 


lenged him to a duel. 


As the challenged, the health official 
had the choice of weapons. He picked 
sausages exactly alike except that one con- 
tained trichinae and the other,didn’t. The 
politician was told to make his choice be- 
tween*the links and then eat fhe one he 
chose. 


The politician withdrew the challenge. 


Since then, the world has made re- 
markable advances against trichinosis, but. 
the enemy is not yet licked. There is a 
reminder of that fact in a warning in a 
current magazine article written by two 
Atlanta doctors. 


These doctors, each a U.S. public 
health officer, say that because of inef- 
fectual restrictions on feeding raw gar- 
bage to pigs, trichinosis remains a constant 
health menace in America. 

Obviously, the answer is to tighten the 
rules and then enforce them, 


The 1953 session of the Georgia Legis- 
lature banned the commercial feeding of 
uncooked garbage. The enforcement rests 
with the state veterinarian in the State 
Department of Agriculture. A 


The state law exempts the individual 
who feeds raw garbage from his own 
household to his own hogs. 

If that is the loophole through which 
the trichina finds its way into pork, then 
it, too, must be closed.

Prohibition Aggravates .- 
Illegal Whisky Traffic 


Although estimate of the amount of 
non-tax-paid bootleg whisky sold in At- 
lanta varies, there is ample evidence that 
it is considerable. 


A federal tax official says that more 
than a million gallons of it are hauled into 
the city each. year. A state control agent 
says that iffis considerably less. Both agree 
that ft is a staggering amount, literally 
and figuratively. 

** Qne thing is certain. Much of it is 
deadly poison. It:is manufactured under 
circumstances that would sicken even the 
strongest constitution. Some of it contains 
poisonous chemicals that destroy the in- 
sides and the nervous system. All of it is 
handled in a way to leave it unfit for hu- 
man use. 


And yet bootlegging is big business in 


” the state. Even in counties where whisky 


is sold legally, as in Atlanta, the racket 
thrives. This is due largely to the high 
prices of legal whisky, accounted for in 
part by the heavy tax levies. In dry coun- 
ties, of course, bootlegging is even more 
prevalent. — 


The widespread moonshine racket 
proves again that prohibition invites law- 
lessness. Those who want whisky will 
have it and as long as this is true there 
will be those who will supply it. The 
prohibition experiment did more to weak- 
en respect for law in this country than 
any other single act in our histery. 


It has been proved that most bootleg 
whisky is a poisonous brew unfit for con- 
sumption. Prohibition did not and cannot 
prevent its manufacture and sale. The 
desire for alcohol cannot be eliminated by 
legislative statutes. 

We must somehow find @ more realis- 
tic approach to this whisky traffic than 
to provide an atmosphere that makes boot- 
legging possible and profitable.

VIENNA, March 2 @--Veteran telegrapher Ralph W. 
Whiting today came up with some coffee-making research he 
believes will be valuable in these days of rising coffee prices. 

After several weeks of experiments, he recommended 
that after the first round in a percolator, the grounds be 
carefully dried in a hot pan and packed away for re-use. 

. “If I desire to make four cups of coffee,’’ he reported, 
“I put two tablespoons of the reclaimed coffee in the perco- 
lator first. Then I spread two tablespoons Of fresh unused 
coffee over the rejuvenated coffee and start the percolator 
at full tilt.’’ 

The result, he avowed, “‘is just as good coffee as any 
pore working man fecds.”

IMPORTANT DECISION 


The decision, one of the most 
important handed down by the 
newly-reconstituted NLRB, tight- 
ened up rules for splintering small 
groups of workers away from main 
groups of production workers for 
colfective bargaining purposes. 

The ruling established two new 
policies: 

1. The NLRB won't extend its 
previous doctrine exempting whole 
industries from craft unit sever- 
ance. This was done by past NLRB 
members in four industries: Basic 
steel, basic aluminum, lumber and 
wet milling (part of the paper pro- 
ducing industry). 

WON'T DISTURB 


The NLRB said it won't disturb 
the one-union bargaining allowed 
in these industries.’ But it won't 
so exempt any other industries 
from craft unit severance. 

2. At the same time, while with- 
holding any outright ban against 
craft unit severance, the NLRB 
said it will be strict about severing 
future units. 

“Aircraft group will be appropri- 
ate for severance purposes,”’ the 
NLRB majority said, “in cases 
where a true craft group is sought 
and where, in addition, the union 
seeking to represent it is oné which 
traditionally represents that 
craft.”’ 


RULING MADE 


The ruling was made in a case 
involving the Trona, Cal., plant of 
the American Potash Co.—a case 
which aroused the interest of top 
management and labor groups. 

The Manufacturing Chemists 
Assn., National Assn. of Manufac- 
turers and U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce ‘in general all opposed 
liberal granting of craft units in 
industries where employes are 
represented by one or a few un- 
ions. The CIO also took this po- 
sition. 

The AFL, in the other hand, has | 
generally favored a policy of 
allowing craftsmen to vote to be 
represented by their own unions, 
separate from the bulk of produc- 
tion employes. 

Today's decision appeared to’ 
straddie the problem. It did not go 
as far as either the CIO or AFL| 
would like. | 

Specifically in the Potash case, | 
the NLRB ordered separate craft,

Yankee Ingenuity 
Pays a Dividend 


One of the most remarkab 
examples of Yankee ingenuity 
occurred on board a prisoner. of 
war ship during the Revolu- 
tionary. war. The account appear- 
ed in “America Rebels” by 
Richard M. Dorson and concern- 
ed an American naval officer, 
Thomas Dring, who was cap- 

tured and taken aboard the 
British ship, the Jersey. 

It was said that more than 
10,000 American prisoners of war 
died from sickness and star- 
vacation aboard this loathsome 
boat. 

Dring arrived at night and had 
been thrust into one of the lower 
decks, which was overcrowded 
with human wrecks. Next morn- 
ing a disturbing sight confronted 
him. 

He saw a man‘ suffering from 
smalipox and then, as he turned, 
he saw many more victims. 
Dring had nevér suffered from 
smallpox and decided that im- 
mediate protection was essential. 

Since there were no physicians 
or vaccines, he looked about and 
found a man with a fresh pustule 
and asked for some of the secre- 
tion from the lesion. Next, he 
had to find a suitable instrument, 
which turned out to be a com- 
mon pin. 

He dipped the pin into the pus 
and scarified the skin of one 
hand between the thumb and in- 
dex finger. The vaccination was 
effective; a light case of small- 
pox occurred, requiring little or 
no attention. The scar was still 
visible 40 years later. 

When Dring first boarded the 
Jersey, he was disconcerted by 
the looks of the prisoners who 
had come long before. Their ap- 
pearance was in sharp contrast 
to the new arrivals who were 
ruddy and cheerful as sailors 
usually are. 

The old timers were ‘“‘shrunken 
and decayed” and it disturbed 
the newcomers who realized that 
their predecessors once had been 
strong and vigorous. ; 

Dring was released after five 
months of imprisonment and in 
his diary, ascribed his good 
health as a captive to the fact 
that he never ate any of the food 
cooked in copper kettles. 


It was the practice,.on the Jer- ° 


sey, to cook meat in a copper 
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work, that is enough imposition 
upon her, without also paying for 
the food bills, too. 

“Why doesn’t Clara visit her 
city relatives and even things up 
in that manner?’’ you might ask.

Hapeville Ups 
Sewer Tap 
Fee to $65 


‘Hapeville has increased its sewer 
service ‘‘tap-on” fee from $35 to 
$65. 

City Council voted the increase 
recently after City Engineer W. 
B. Adams pointed out Hapeville 
was losing money by failing to 
make a charge for necessary street 
repairs needed after connecting up 
with sewer lines. 


Adams explained Atlanta 
charges an additional $25 to pay 
for street paving needed after the 
tap-on. 

Adams said that additional tap- 
ons in Hapeville already were 
causing Hapeville’s share of main- 
tenance expenses at the South 
River Disposal plant to increase. 


The increase went into effect 
immediately but will not affect any 
tap-on fees levied in the past but 
not yet paid for by property own- 
ers. , 


College Park 
Area School 
Site Studied 


Officials of the Fulton County 
Board of Educatior said last 
week sites are being studied for 
location of a new elementary 
school in the College Park area 
within the next two years. 


The spokesmen said no sites 
have been selected and no def- 
inite plans have yet been made. 
They added, however, studies 
show that unless new schools are 
soon constructed in south Fulton 
County, students would ‘‘be at- 
tending double sessions again.” 

One official said the board does 
not yet know exactly where the 
school would be located, but add- 
ed it ‘‘would be in the College 
Park area on the west side.’’ 

A survey is now being made to 
find just where the school is 
needed, the official said. 

The official pointed out, how- 
ever, new schools are needed 
over the entire county, and the 
survey is not limited to College 
Park.

Council voted to pay the back 
wages to Mrs. Andrews or to any 
other guardian appointed by the 
courts. A city spokesman said that 
Andrews’ acceptance of the wages, 
in effect, rules out his appeal of 
his dismissal. 
Parker said that Andrews’ re- 
quest for a hearing before the pen- 
sion board would necessarily have 
to be held in abeyance until An- 
drews is released from Milledge- 
ville State Hospital. 
Parker said Andrews wished to 
be reinstated in order to preserve 
his pension rights with the city and 
the state Peace Officers Assn. 
While awaiting trial, Andrews 
jled a request for a disability pen- 
sion on basis of injuries he said he 
suffered in motorcycle accidents in 
the line of duty. The pension board 
refused to consider the request, 
however, on grounds he presented 
insufficient information.
